TWO HABEAS CORPUS CASES'

——

Rbode MoNamara and Olaus Hubbard Appeal
to Magna Oharta Righta.

FIRST LOSES AND SECOND WINS HIS CASE

White Man Held on a Charge SaMe-
clently Strong to Warrant His Res
tentlon=Colored Man Showas
Envogh to Get Awny,

Two habeas corpus cases emanating from

the police statlon were heard by the dls- |

trict court yesterday afternoon, One waas
brought by a white man numed Rhode Me-
Namara, arreated for implication (o a chirgs
of larceny. The other petitloner wWis Qa
Third ward nogro, Claus Hubbard, who has
been something of a political factor In that
section of the city, and a gort of police
court attorney, Hubbard hud bYeen prreated
for vagrancy. The basia of hla demand for
liberty was that he had hoen arresied with-
out a warrant. Judge sSlabaugh henrd the
McNamara case and Judge Scott that of
Hubbard,

It was necessary lo postpone the decislon
in the McNamara case until the question of
costs had been sottled, From lls  state-
ment the court was Informed that he was
first arrested for etealing hle own coat, A
dismissal was about 2o be ordered then and
there when it was explained that the real
charge against McNamara was that of “ac-
eessory after the fact” ‘o a orime of lar-
ceny and that a complaint had been lodged
fgainst him In due form. It was sall by
the police that the prisonor wus wanted
to account for eome money sald to have
been stolen by two women of shady reputa-
tion and part of which he ls acoused of
apending after it had been entrustad to his
keeping by the women. Under the c¢lrcum-
stances the court could not let MeNamara
€0, the complaint on this sccond charge hav-
ing been filed within a reasonable time.

In the Hubbard hearing both prisoner and
court were amusing at times, Hubbard
asserted the clalm that he had made wore
out of politics In some months than some
peopla have In years, which was not denled.
For sixteen years ho hne besn a rosl-
dent of Omaha. He s a graduate of Cher-
lin, mccording te his story, and taught
school for nearly a score of years in varlous
parts of the country untll he became an
fuvalld  *“I have never done a bit of man-
ual labor in my life,'" he proudly I(nformed
the lawyer who was cross-examining hlim,
Asked If he had ever been connected with
“erap” games he sald he had not; he had
kept several saloons In the clty and “crap"
games had been run In them, but he had
never gotten anything out of them. “There
never were any recelpts from any crap
game,” he sald, whon an Interrogation was
thrown at him to ascertaln if he lind re-
oelved anything for the privilege of etting
the games run,

To an objection from his counsel that an-
swerlug s=uch questions might tend to in-
erimipata the prisoner, Judge Scott ven-
tured a witticism by asking, *What? Any-
body Incriminate himsell for gumoling in
this town?"

In Hubbard’'s connection with the police
court as attorney and general adviaor and
ball procurer for persong of hls color under
arrest, he sald he had protastod to the po-
lee B0 much against (ndis:riminate wur-
rests of negroes with warrants that ‘he po-
llee look upon him as a nulsance and that
this was why he was vazgad,

The court ordered his rolease, using the
occasion to Inform the police ofMcers pros-
ent and Chlef White {n particular that any
policeman attempting the arrest of any cit-
{ren without due process of law virtually
‘skea hls life in hls own hands, nuder a
sapreme court deciwlon quotad by the julge;
and he went go far as to ramark that Elub-
bard would have been Justified In shooting
the ofMcer who arrested 4im 1f the use of
a pistol had been in defenue of his constl-
tutional liberties, At this Hubbard iocoked
hard at the policemen and bowrd his lLead
in emphatic assent eeveral timea,

KING HOODLUM IS FOUND GUILTY.

Leader of Sixteenth HStreet Terrors
Convicied of Highway Robbery.

The verdict in the case of Henry Kehl,
on the charge of assaulting and robbing
Gust Welander at the pouth end of the 8ix-
teenth street viaduct on the night of Oe-
tober 22, In company with six other hood-
lums, was “gullty as charged.”

Frank McClusky, who on October 13 threw
a stone ut James J. Ryan and struck him on
the head with It at the corner of Sixtesuth
and Webster streets, pleaded gullty to a
charge of assault with Intent to do great
bodily harm. Judge Slabaugh sentenced
him Lo one year In the penitentiary. From
MeClusky's story It appeared that both men
were drunk at the time, otherwise the sen-
tence would have been heavier,

Winding Up a Loan Assoclation,

On a suit begun by Atterney General C. J.
Smyth, pursunnt to a resolution of the State
Banking board, Judge Fawcett har ap-
rointed Albert Hoffman recelver for the Bo-
hemian Loan and Buliding association under
a bond of $2,600.

In his petition Mr, Smyth set forth the ex-
amination, November 10, made by V. BE.
Wilgon, of the company’'s affairs, and Mr.
Wilson's findings, a report of which, as well
a8 the resolution of the hoard, were embodled
In the paper. According to Examiner Wil-
son, the total assets of the company
amounted to 3$2,065.1% and the liabilities
$1,786.45, but Wilson represented that the
shrinkage in the value of the assets would
be $622.57 and that there would appear an
actual excess of llabllities over assets of
$108.67. He charged that no dues had been
pald on the stock of the company since Oc-
tober, twWo years ago.

Recelver Hoffman Is to wind up the af-
falrs of the company unless some nction
is taken preventing this.

Her child
was playing on the pond with some other
children at the time of his drowning.

asked the condition of rates from the east |

yesterday morning.

Another replled like thls: "I really do
not know what the rates are this morning.
I haven't been In my offlce for ffteen
minutes.*

The third frelght man answered like unto
the other two and then added:
description of the situation on Friduy was
all right except 1o one particular. You sald
that the demoralization has been on for the
last month. As a matter of fact rate cutting
and the distributlon of transportation has
been practiced by some of the lines here
for elx months.'

Any one can tell from the excited bustle
about freight oMces that there la blood
on the moon. Rates are changed
almost hourly, and the change is ull one
way. No increases in rates or attempls at
restoration are being made. Each line says
it competitors are causlog all the trouble.
The freight representative of one line says
the bustle of his rival Is nothing but per-
niclous activity.

The wholesale demoralization, however, is
on the whole quite welcome to the freight
officlals. They say that the sooner the rates
reach the bottom of the toboggan chute the
qulcker will the long-looked-for restoration
be made, At the pace In which rates are
belng quoted by mll the Chlcago and Bt
Louls lines 1t would appear that not
many days will elnpsg before the end of tne
descenl |8 reached.

Did Not Affect Omnahna.

The deep cuts announced by the MiMwau-
kee road on Wednesday were glven out In
Chicago as applying from Chicago, Milwau-
kee and Raclne to Missourl river points, As
& matter of fact the reductions did not In-
clude rates to Omaha, but only to lower
Misgour! river polnts, to Kaneas City and
polnts south of there. The same reductions
were announced by the Rock Island and the
Burlington, and all were made to meet the
cut of the Great Western from Chicago to
Kansas City,

The cut to the southwest, which knocked
down rates from (0 to 76 per cent, has had
its effect on rates to Omaha. Not on all of
the commodities on which southwest rates
were cut have the published tariffa been low-
ered, but on a number of them. On canned
goods the old tariff rate was 27 cents per
100 pounds. The new publieched rate Is
Ih cents, but |t was admitled on tha sireet
this morning that 12 cents was the figure
most often quoted. On Jumber the old rate
was 1215 cents; the new rate {8 sald to be
10 cents, while those on the inside say 8
cents Is being offered and accepted by lines
that are greedy for business. Rates on agri-
cultural implements bave dropped from 230
to 22 cents from Chicago to Omana and rrom
22 to 14'%4 cents from the Misslsslppl river
to Omaha. It Is belleved to be only a ques-
tlon of days when all the goods on which
rates to lower Missourl river points have
been halved will be moved to Omaha on the
same rates now offered to Kansas City. The
rates on the various classes of merchandise
are belng put on the bargaln table gradually
Lut none the less surely.

ABOUT COAL RATES TO OMAHA.

Tlowa Rallrond Commissioners Will
Make an Investigation.

The Towa rallroad commissioners have set
January 4 as the date for hearing cases of
alleged discrimination against Iowa coal in
favor of 1llinols coal in the matter of freight
rates by lowa lines. It !s aaid that Illinols
coal Is being shipped to Omaha for less
money than ls charged for hauling Iowa coal
to th Omaha market.

The men who have presented these cases
undoubtedly have sufficlent testimony to sus-
taln thelr charges, but against what roaas,
or the extent of the dlserimination, is a
matter that is mot known here. There are
any number of Omaha [reight officials of
lowa line who would like to know what the
forthcoming evidence will show, but it is
prebable that (t will not be dlsclosed until
the hearing.

If there I1s any such discrimination it ox-
ists In the matter of secret rates. The pub-
lished tariff rates show that the rale: on
Illin is coal are proportlonately higher than
the rates on lowa coal to Omaha. Although
western frelght rates are democalized gencr-
ally, it 18 belleved that the rates on soft coal
are being fairly well malotalned. This is
not due to any virtue of the f{rolzht depare-
ments, but Is directly traceable to the fact
that there are not today enough coal cars
on weatern lines to haul the roft ¢ al that I8
to be moved. With more of ‘his busineas
In sight than can be handled the lines are
not strongly tempted to cut anr soft coal
rates. With the hard counl ral2s a differsnt
condition of affalrs exists. It |5 rumored
quite generally that hard coal rates are
belng freely cut, and som= freizht men
think that it is some of this cutting that
has developed the cases that will be heard
carly In January by the lowa railroad com-
missioners.

Oue of the districts of Ierwn that contrin-
utes considerable coal to Omaba and vicinity
Ia that in the region of lLies Molnes. This
ecoal is used by a wamoer of the packlng
houses and ther plants wanting steam copl.
The rate Iz $1.01 anil most of the coal Is
trought in here over the Rotk Island roaa.

The rate on coal to Omsha from the Mis-
glasippl river 1s $1.5% and the distance 18 230
miles. From Des Muines to Omaha, whors
the rate is §$1,01, the distance 15 145 miles,

Considerable of the domestic coal used In
Omaha comes from Centerville, In.  From
here the rate on coal to Omaha is $1.4%
The Burlington and R ck Island bring moat
of the coal from this coal district te this
city.

While the rate of $1.55 on coal applies from
the Missigelppl river to Omahn there muat
be added from 25 to 35 cents for the rate on
the Illinoiz coal to be brought from the
IMinols  mines 1o the Mississlpp)
river As a matter of fact, however,
very little coal crosses the upper Mlasla-
sippl river bridges, where three of the
Omaha-Chlcago lines have thelr bridges
The bulk of the Illinols coal comes to Omaha
through St. Louls,
road through Burlington. Ia,
through 8t. Louls the
Misslasippl river te Omaha, plus whatever 12
nesdéd 0 bring it from the mine to the
river, about 256 to 35 cenls.

Freight Rates Have Nothing to Rest On | Line on the Route Sald (0 Have Been

Declded Upon,

According to the moet recently reported
plans of President A. B. Stickney of the
Chicago Great Western that ltne will be
built Into Omaha from Hampton, In thes
northern part of lowa, and nol from the
southern line between Des Moines and Kan-
sas City. Should this prove 1o be the case
OUOmaha will be given another line to 8t
Paul and the north and the long boped for
graln outlet through Duluth will movs
neater 0 sight.

It 18 given out on creditable authority
that President Stickney has announced that
his extension Into Omaha will follow this
route,
bullt to Webster City, which 1s at the june-
tlon of the Illinols Central maln llne and
the north and south branch of the Chlcago

& Northwestern, and aleo has a small roal

known as the Crooked Creck oad. From
Webster City the new line will econ-
tinue In a southwesterly direction to
Jefferson, which Is at the crossing of the
Northwestern main line and the Des Molnes,
Northern & Western road, sixty-seven miles
northwest of Deas Moines. PFProm here
road will be bullt on In the same direction
crossing the Milwaukce maln llne at Coon
Rapids Ia. Tha line will be pushbd on to
Audubon, which 1a on a stub of the Rork
Island, twenty-five miles north of Atlantle,
Ia.

From Audubon the Great Western's new
route will be westward to Harlan. This
town I8 the northern terminus of another
Rock Island stub, fourteen milea north of
Avocs, which 8 on the main line, The
two Rock Island stub llpes are about twenty
miles apart.

The most remarkable part of this report
Is that for a starter the *Greal Western
will uee the Rock Island's line from Har-
lan into Omaha, & distance of sixty miles.
It is =ald the Great Wes ern will uee the
Rock Island lne into Omaha until It com-
pletes it own terminal arrangements here,
when It builds from Harlan, Ia., Into Coun-
ell Bluffs and Omaha and runs {ts trains
here on its own ralls,

Earnings of lowa Central.

passenger, $80.80; mlscellaneous, $150; total,
$3,326.25.

For the three weeks of the present month
the earnings were $130,602.58, an increass
over the earnings during the same weeks
In 1897 of $16,021.25.

The mountains and hillocks and bluffs of
snow that impele travel In the downtown
section of the city and made it almost im-
possible for carriages and wagons to d:iive
to the curbs In front of business houscs
will probably remaln until the sun melis
them away unless the clty council proviles
the money needed to employ men and teams
to cart the stuff away. And the council
has pot displayed a disposition to supply
the necessary where=ithal.

Business men have been kicking ahcut
the smow In the streeta and have made
City Engineer Rosewater, chalrman of the
Board of Public Works, and Mayor Moores
the targets of thelr wrath., Thise com-
plaints became 5o energetic and emphatic
that the two city officials yeaterday got
thelr heads together In an effort to salwv:

They started on the pro,o-
sition that the Béard of Public Works has
no money on hand with which to do the

yond his allowance !s liable to impeachment,
Therefore 1 propose to do nothing unless
the money Is in sight.

“The cost of haullug away the snow on the
downtown streets will be about $1,600. What
is that in comparison to the lnconvenlence
downtown merchanta are sufferiog  They
have good grounds for kicking, Inasmuch as
they bave pald large sums of money for pav.

Thus
out of the 100 feet of atreet width the snow
must be absolutely cleared awny on & total
of seventy-one feet and thrown upon the
remaining twenty-nine feet: With a six-
Inch fall of smow, this means that these
twenty-nine feet of street must be covered
with over twenty Inches of snow."

Mayor Moores yesterday moruing informed
Chief of Police White that eitizens are fall-
ing in many cases to réemove the snow [rom
gldewalks and asked him to order policemen
to notify them that they must comply im-
wedlately with the city ordinances.

Incrense of Two Milllons,

City Tax Commissioner Sackett has com-
pleted the assessment roll for the levy for
1809, It shows a total valuation of $35,209,-
663, against $33,040,003 for this year, or an
Increase of $2,160,160. The Doard of Re-
view which s now sitting may cut down
this total] somewhat, but Tax Commissioner
Sackett is confident that when the roll goea
to the Board of Equallzation the Ilncrease
will be over §2,000,000.

The Bee published some days ago the
total amsessment with the exception of one
ltem, Ahe ordinary personal, which is now
given by the tax commlssioper. Its total
I8 $4,542,685, agalnet §4,389,114 for this year,
or an lpcrease of $403,0671. This Increase
almost entirely represents population that
Omaha has added during, the last year, In
the opilnlon of Tax Commissloner Backelt.
He saya:

“There has heen but little increase in
the amounts assessed against residenls who
were here a year ago. That Is, If Omaha
today had the same population It had a year
ago, the tolul valuation would have been
about the same as it was then, Therefore,
the increase must represent an added popu-
lation and an Increase In the number of
business enterprises.'
